ORDER 

Nfw Dtlhi. the 24th July 1975 

G.S.R. 425(E).—Whereas lh= C-cntral Government is of opinion that it is necessaD 
and expedient ao to do for maintain.inp supplies, of rice and its availability within the 
State of Gujarat and die Union territory of Uailra and Nagpr Haveli; 

Now, therefore, in exercise, of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act. 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Govennnent hereby make.s the followinf 
Order, namely :— 

1. Short title, extent and commencement.—(1) This Order may be called the Gujarat 
Mid Dadra and Nagar Haveli Rice (Export) and Paddy (Movement Control) Order, 1975. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the State of Gujarat and the Tfnioti territory of Dadra 
ind Nagar Haveli. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Definition*.—In this Order, unless the context otherwise require.s, - 

(a) “border area” nic.rns the area with'n a five-mile belt inside the zone all along 

its border; 

(b) “export" means to take, or cause to be taken, by any means whatsoever, from 

any place within the zone to a place outside it; 

(c) “rice" includes rice, paddy and products of rice or paddy other than husk and 

bran; 
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(d> “State Govermnenl” means the Governmeut of the State of Gujarat or the 
Administrator of lire Union territory of Dadra and Nagar Havcli, as the 
ease may be; 

(e) “Zone” means the area comprising the Stale of Gujarat and the Union territory 
of Dadra and Nagar Haveli to which this Order extends, 

3. Restrictions on export of rice.—No person shall export or attempt to export ot 
abet the export of rice except under and in accordance with a permit issued by— 

(a) the Central Government or by an officer authorised by the Central Goyemment 
in this behalf; or 

(b> the State Government; or 

(c) the Director of Civil Supplies, the Director of hood, or any other officer of 

the Government of Giijarut authorised by that Government in this behalf; 01 

(d) the Collector, the Purchase and Supply Officer, or any other officer of the Union 

territory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli authorised by the Adrninislralor in 
this behalf ; 

Provided that nothing conlaincd herein shall apply to the export of rice— 

(i) not exceeding five kilograms in weight in the aggregate by a bona fide traveller 

as part of his luggage; or 

(ii) on Government account; or 

(iii) under and in accordance with Military Credit Notes; or 

(iv) by or under the authority of the Food Coiporation, of Indja established under 

the Food Corporations Act, 1964 (37 of 1964), 

4. Rentrictlon* on the moToinenl of paddy wtthiu the State of Gujarat, —No person 
shall move or attempt to move, or abet the movement of paddy from one district to 
another district in the Stale of Gujarat whether by road, rail, water or air, except under 
and in accordance with a permit issued by the State Government of Gujarat or by the 
Director of Civil Supplies, the Director of Food or by .any other officer of that Government 
authorised by it in this behalf : 

Provided that nothing contained herein shall apply to the movement of paddy— 

(i) not exceeding one kilogram in. weight in the aggregate by a bona fide traveller 

as part of his luggage; or 

(ii) on Government account; or 

(iii) under and in accordance with (he Military Credit Notes. 

5. Restrictions on movement of rice In border area.—No person shall move or attempt 
to move or abet the movement of ricc- 

(a) to any place in the border area from any place outside that area in the Zone; 

(b) from any place in ihc border area to any other place in that area: 
except under and in accordance with a permit issued by. 

fal the State Government of Gujarat or the Director of Civil Supplies, the Director 
of Food, the Collector of the District or any other olliccr of that Govern¬ 
ment authorised bv it in this behalf in so far as the border area of Gujarat 
State is concernetf; or 

(b) the Collector, the Purchase and Supply Officer or tmy other officer of the 
Union territory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli authorised by the Administratot 
in this behalf in so far as (be border area of the said Union territory is 
concerned. 

6 . F-TfcifnpHoii.—Nothing in this Order shall apply to the export or movement of rice, 
being seeds, certified as such by or under the authority of the National Seeds Corporation 
limited. 

7. Powers of entry, search, seiiorc, etc.—( 1 ) Any Police Officer not below the rank 
of Head Constable or any officer erf the Civil Supplies Department not below the rank 
of Supply Inspector or any Revenue Officer not below the rank of Aval-Karkun and any 
other person authorised in this behalf by the State Government may, with a view tr 
.securing compliance with the order or to satisfying that thi.s order has been complied with— 

ta> stop and search or authori.se any person to stop and search any person or any 
vessel, boat, motor or other vehicles or any receptacle used or intendet 
to be used for the export of rice; 

(b) enter and search or authorise any person to enter and search any place; 
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(c) sckc or authorise the seizure of any rice in respect of which he has reason 
to believe that any provision of this order bus been, is bcins or is about 
to be contraveneri, alongwith the packages, covenngs or rcc^taclcs, in 
which such rice is found or the animals, vehicles, vessels, boats or 
conveyances used in carrying such rice for securing the production of the 
packages, coverings, receptacles, animals, vehicles, vessels, boats or cou' 
voyances so seized in a court and tor their safe custody pending suck 
production: 

Provided that in exercising the powers of entry and search under this clause due 
regard shall be paid by such ofiRcers to the social and religious customs of occupants of 
the place, vehicle, vessel or boat, as the case may be. 

(2) The provisionif of Section 100 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 (2 of 
1974)i relating to search and seizure shall, so far as may he, apply to searches and 
seizures under this clause. 

8 . Repeal imd savliig.—(1) The Gujafat Rice (Export Control) and Paddy (Movement 
Control) Order, 1966, issued by the Government of the State of Gujarat on the 29th June, 
1966, is hereby rep^ed except as respects things done or omitted to be done before 
such repeal under the said Order. 

(2) The Dadra and Nagar Havcli .Foodgrains (Export Control) Order, 1967, i.ssned 
by the Administrator of the Urvion territory of Da^S and Nagar Haveli, is also hereby 
repealed in so far it relates to rice and p^dy except as respects things done or omitted 
to bo done before such repeal under the said Order.
